Set All-Time-Mark Here 


Betting an all-time record, prop 
erty sales in Victoria during 1046 
boomed to $14,969,423 according to 
a year-end summary released yes- 
terday by the city assessor-collector’s 
department 
the previous record set in 1945, of 
$7,600,449. 

Number during the year 
wan 2,945 or only 996 more than In 
Amount of the average sale 
during the year was $5,083 of $1,256 
more than the average for 1946. 

City officials state this rise fs 
partly due to a marked increase in 
all property prices and partly to 
many individual sales of large prop- 
erties. Particular reference was made 
to the number of hotels which 
changed hands during the year 

Property transfers declined from 
819 amounting to $3,204,972 in 1045

The world is cynically familiar with the 
play of postwar, power politics in-Lurope, a 
process which has cut the continent in two 
as factually as if a concrete wall had been 
erected from the Baltic to the Black Sea with 
“No Trespassing’ signs on top of it.

“There is more reason { hope and en 
couragement at the beginning of 1947 than 
there was a year ago, Asa result of the recent 
meetings of the General Assembly of the 
United Nations and of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers, the prospects of lasting peace and 
real international co-operation have become 
much brighter. Two developments at those 
meetings seem to-me to have been of especial 
significance: firstly, the great powers showed 
a determination to seek agreement berween 
theraselves and to frame their policies tn ac- 
cordance with the purposes of the United 
Nations; secondly, the United Nations was 
consolidated as a working world organiza- 
tion. 

For generations the world has dreamed 
of a parliament of men; at the sessions of the 
General Assembly which has jyst closed, that 
dream began to come true 

“We are of course merely at the beginning 
of the road. Let us not underrate the dif- 
ficulties that lie ahead. Peace settlements with 
Germany and Japan, which are vital to the 
full functioning of the United Nations, have 
still to be drafted: we have still to agree upon 
the manner in which atomic energy is to be 
controlled the disarmament resolution 
adopted by the General Assembly has still 
to be given practical detail and effective force 
and I need not remind you that distress and 
insecurity still prevail in many regions of the 
world 

here is therefore no room for easy op 
timism, But a sound foundation has been 
laid: and 1 feel that we may look to the 
future with sober confidence if governments 
and peoples continue to give the United Na- 
tions their active and steadfast support. In 
this spirit, | wish all the peoples of the United 
Nations success and happiness in the new 
year.” 

Therein is the world’s true hope; not 
alone for the year 1947, but also for the un 
born generations of the world for many a 
century to come. Reason finally must prevail

Even a Good Man Nods 


At eighty-four years of age a mans mem 
ory may excusably be at fault, and it may 
be this circumstance that has led the verier- 
able Dr, Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
emeritus of Columbia® University, to mis- 
recollect what the then Prime Minister Lloyd 
George told him in 1921 about the relation 
ships of the various components of the British 
Empire at that time, De, Butler, onc of a 
blue sky as it were, propounds the interesting 
but scarcely logical tale that Canada. Austra 
lia and New Zealand were after the close Of 
the Great War prepated to withdraw from 
the Empire. even at the cost of revolution’ 

The story has brought immediate and 
forthright denial from two of the Dominion 
premiers who took-part in the 1921 Imperial 
Conference. Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, ahen 
this country’s prime minister. terms it 
a “pipe-dream.”” No less emphatic is Rt. Hon 
W. M, Hughes, the Australian representative 
at the conference, who describes Dr. Butler's 
statement as a “fantastic skeleton.”’ In‘ the 
light of subsequent history both these flat 
rejections would seem to be decidedly correct 

Dr. Butler claims no personal knowledge 
of the conference; bis answer to these denials 
is that Mr. Lloyd George told him so. The 
wartime Prime Minister of Great Britain of 
that era is now dead, so that no verification 
of the aged president emeritus’s story is pos 
sible from that source. Mr, Lloyd George 
wrote voluminous memoirs covering his 
political career, however, and they contain 
no hint of any such contretemps, although 
in other directions he took no pains to avoid 
being frank. 

At all events, 1921 is now past history 
The world, including the British Common- 
wealth and Empire, bas undergone vast and 
fundamental changes since then. The only 
factor of continuity in the process has been 
the solidarity of the Dominions whom Dr 
Butler would have us believe were ready to 
disintegrate twenty-five years ago. The unity 
of Great Britain and all the Commonwealth 
and Empire during 1939-41 and after, when 
its singleness of purpose was the main prop 
against the onrush of the Axis powers. is the 
best answer to this belated tale of an alleged 
crisis in Commonwealth relations

evidence as to. what did transpire in 1921
